Their Masks are ſecret and their Joys unknown, 
Their greateſt Tryumphs are when all alone ; 

V Vhar che beſt Prelate ſhould be,was his duc, 

Their Orders rare, and Orders Glorious too, 

No cruel Rancour harbour'd in his Breſt, 

'Gainſt Men ofdiff rent Principles poſleſt, 

His Mitcr was his Shicld, and nothis Rod, 

He lov'd them all that did but ſerve his God, 
Intruthand in fiocerity ; allchough & 

He cauld notevery Circumſtance allow 
Astohimſclf,; ycrquictlyhecou'd 

Diſpence with ſmall things, ſo their Lives were good ; 
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Thus like our kind Creator he furvey'd

Th' Almighty in, till Rev'rend Henchmancame 
V'Vhoſe Piety has much enhaunc'd her Fame.

He ſaw his Predeceflors cares had bin 

Oaly for things of common uſe therein, 

But his ſublime Phancy wanted one 

V'Vherein to pay his Pure Devotion :

Shall ſerve him for,a Mauſolean Tombs 
But why alas do I thus waſte my Breath, 
He wants no Elegy, nor Epitaph
